China's Flood Peril, 

Thousands of men work all their 
lives at securing the banks of the 
great Yellow river In China, Yet every 
now and then the tide sweeps away 
all opposition, and the loss in human 
life is greater than any war ever 
caused. In 1897 the river burst its 
bonds. Day after day the torrent flow- 
ed twenty miles an hour, thirty miles 
wide and ten feet deep. The flood has 
been described as that of five Danubes 
pouring from a height for two months 
on end. For 2,000 years the Chinese 
have been embanking this river. The 
silt which the waters bring down from 
the mountains builds up the bed and 
raises the surface of the water. The 
banks are raised higher and higher to 
keep In the water, and for mile after 
mile the river runs over a bed whose 
level Is far above that of the fields 
through which {It takes its way. But 
the weak part of the embankment Is 
always found out. The river always 
breaks through. And then a province 
Is swept out of existence, and people 
die by millions, The death roll in 1887 
was estimated at from 2,000,000 to 
7,000,000.

THE STRANGLING FIQ. 


A Curious Tropical Tree That Lives 
; Upon Other Trees. 

Visitors to Mexico and other tropical 
countries often have their attention 
called to “the strangling fig’—a tree 
that commences its growth as an epl- 
phyte—that fs, one form of plant life 

~that grows perched on another—far up 

on the trunk or among the branches of 
another tree, usually on a palmetto or 
some of the kinds of palms. The roots 
of the strangling tree extend down- 
ward around the host tree to the 
ground, gradually joining together, 
making a tubelike mass of roots some- 
times as much as six feet or more In 
diameter, ; 

When the attacked tree Is a palm 
death to it is caused not so much by the 
binding around the trunk as by shad- 
Ing out its branches by the attacking 
tree. 

When the attacked tree Is an exogen 
—that Is, one with wood and bark—the 
attacking roots bind so tightly as to 
cause a'stoppage of the flow of the sap. 
As the sap of a tree is really its food 
(changed by the leaves so that It can 
be used) and the flow of the food Is 
thus stopped, the attacked tree is real- 
ly “starved” to death. So desth to the 
attacked tree {!s caused either by 
smothering or by starvation or by both. 

The peculiar manner in which the 
flattened roots extend down and around 
the tree give them the appearance of 
some thick, slow flowing material run- 
ning down the tree.

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- TREED AND NETTED. 


The Way Hunters Capture the Orang 
: Outang Alive, 
Trapping the smaller members of the 
monkey family is a comparatively easy 
matter, but the hunter who wishes to 
secure live specimens of the orang 
outang cannot bave rerourse to the 
usual methods and has to'employ a 
laborious process. The process |s based 
upon the fact that.the orangs have a 
liking for certain trees and frequent 
these to the exclusion of other nearby 
growths. They seem to regard them 
as a sanctuary and flee to them In time 
of danger. Ascertaining a tree partic 
ularly favored, the.hunter ;first dries 
his quarry to its branches; then while 
his beaters keep up a din for the pur- 
pose of preventing an attempt at: es- 
cape the natives are set to work to 
chop at the trees within ‘a’ radius of 
fifty feet all about the simian fortress. 
No trunk Is cut completely through, 
but Is left with just enough fiber to 
hold the tree In position. This work fs 
quickly accomplished with the large 
corps of servants, and at a signal one 
of the trees Is toppled over, The chop- 
ping has been so done that the falling 
tree carries with it Its neighbor, and In 
the twinkling of an eye the trees with. 
in a radius of fifty feet from the mark- 
ed tree lie upon the ground, leaving 
the orang outangs with no opportunity 
for getting away through their leafy 
avenues of escape. The remainder-of 
the process simply consists of chopping 
down the tree of refuge and throwing 
nets over the escaping orangs, In which 
they soon become entangled In their 
efforts to throw off the incumbrance.

Fully Explain Method of Building. 


A device inexpensive but effective 
for smoking meat is shown in the cuts 
described by a writer in New England 
Homestead. - 

Fig.-1 shows four stakes driven into 
the ground, with cross boards nailed

Valuable Poultry Experiments. 

The poultry department: of Cornell 
University. has an..interesting cross- 
bred pullet hatched on-IFebruary 15: 

he is given absolute liberty of the 
place and is 80 tame that she may be 
caught at any time, says the American 
Agriculturist. She feeds when she 
wishes from cracked svheat, corn, 
oats, meal, whole and mixed grains, 
meat scraps, grass, grit and skim 
milk. She is to continue having “her 
liberty, for the department wish to see 
if. she will: balance her own - ration 
and not get fat. Her egg record is 
|. Beginning to lay on 
June 19, with a two-ounce egg, she 
has increased the ‘size of - the e 
gradually and in.161 days has laid 
131 eggs. 

The molting experiment in’ which 
the department is learning the hysi- 
ology of molting, how to teed before 
to induce rapid molting and early 
laying and the result of . retarding 
feeding, in contrast with ordinary 
feeding. Two pens each of White Leg- 
horns, of one, two and three years of 
age, respectively, Were tal-en, and 
cne pen from each age. They were 

iven limited rations for four weeks. 

. @. first week, two-thirds; second 
week, one-half; third week, one-third. 
fourth week, two-thirds, and the fifth 
week the complete ration. Meanwhile, 
the other pen was kept at the same 
quality of ‘food, but with a steady 
quantity of feed. In order to deter- 
mine more Soroughly the mode and 
rapidity of molting, the fowls in each 
of the six pens were dyed different 
colors. The result to date is as fol- 
lows: As a rule, a hen miolts the 
feathers from different parts of the 
body in a certain rotation. The rapid- 
ity 18 variable. Those that continue to 
lay, are last to molt. A hen rarely lays 
and molts at the same time. Restrict- 
ing the rations has not forced the re- 
sult to a marked degree, but the hens 
under this treatment have more com- 
pletely molted up to the present. The 
restricted ration has reduced the 
number of eggs to zero and foreed a 
loss of weight from one-half tc one 
pound apiece. 

Four pens of pullets hatched Febru- 
ary 15, have been experimented with 
to determine how to feed from the 
time there is evidence of beginning of 
laying, so as to get the most eggs in 
October, November and December. 
There are 20: pullets in ,each pen. 
Those in two pens have been forced, 
the others retarded. Those forced have 
been given all whole grain, ground 
feed, and meat scraps, while those re- 
tarded were given only whole grain 
and but little meat scraps. The re- 
sults to date show that those given 
the first ration have laid the most 
eggs, have the most weight and are 
in the best condition of laying. 


Horse Talk. 

Never leave a horse tied with his 
head to the wind. 

Bedding makes the manure much 
more valuable and makes the horses 
‘ook better. 

Never leave home without a horse 
blanket, and when the horse is stop- 
ned, even for a short time, put the 
blanket: on him. 

Be sure that the halters put on 
he colts are strong and well fitted. If 
yroken or rubbed off it will not be 
orgotten, and the result will: be a 
‘alter breaking horse and a nuisance.

That all cream is not good cream {s 
a fact generally conceded by carefu! 
diarymen, The surest way to Improve 
its quality Is to Improve the quality of 
milk. Even where a great deal of care 
is exercised in milking and afterward 
straining and cooling it often happens 
that there will be’ some tairit or bad 
flavor. Sometimes the fault is with a 
single cow. It may seem to be charac. 
teristic of her milk at times or the 
whole herd may yield an 11 flavored 
product for a day or more, due to hayv- 
ing eaten moldy feed, turnips, garlic 
or obnoxious weeds or forage. . The 
cream from such milk is not relished; 
neither is the butter which is made 
from it, and it hardly pays to spoil 
a good reputation at the creamery 01 
store by getting rid of an occasiona! 
poor product in this way. 

Some work has been done of late at 
the Virginia station that promises to 
improve the quality of .cream from 
milk of an Inferior grade. 

When the Milk Is “Om.” 

As soon as the milk is found to be 
“off’ in flavor the cause should be 
learned. . If one cow Is causing. the 
trouble keep her milk out and treat If 
separately. As the acids and bad fia: 
vors are largely found in the milk se 
rum the cream should be skimmed ar 
close as possible. If setting pans are 
{n use some form of skimming cup 
should be used that will allow all:skim 
mijk to drain off before it is emptied 
into the ¢ream jar. Thus the bad fla 
vor will largely be eliminated, where 
if the milk had been mixed with that 
of the herd of the bad flavor it would 
bave permeated the whole milking 
With a separator the bad flavors cap 
be eliminated much more completely 
If only a part of the’ milk is tainted 
the cream can be separated, ‘then mix 
ed with skim milk from an untainted 
product and separated again. ‘The 
same end could be accomplished by 
setting the cream screw to skim very 
close, but the cream would not be uni 
form with that of the usual run, 

Skim as Close as Possible. 

When the milk from the whole herd 
Ig tainted the above plan must be re 
sorted to—that of skimming as close as 
possible, A good machine can iget most 
of the cream Jn about one-tenth of the 
weight of the milk. Such cream shoulc 
test around 40 per cent and will be al 
most thick enough to cut. Practically 
all the milk serum has been eliminated 
and with it have been taken the taint: 
and il] flavors also. It is not likely that 
more than one or two milkings will be 
80 contaminated. 

Close skimming with the separator {+ 
a good practice: at all times. Cream 
that will test 80 per cent butter fat 
will stay sweet longer than that con- 
taining more milk serum, testing, say.” 


-20 per cent. A:good method: of improv. 


ing the quality of cream as above sug 
gested should be of considerable value. 
especially to the individual who retails 
cream to private trade. As a means, 
however, of producing a-good product 
it should be of secondary importance.

Dutch System ¢f Feeding. 

The Dutch system of feeding and 
rearing the famous Holstein-Friesian 
cattle is simplicity itself. The calves 
fre glven whole milk until about five 
weeks old, when the ration is gradual- 
ly changed to skim milk and grain. 
The grain is cooked or steamed and 
fed with the milk at first and later fed 
dry !mmediately before the milk 1s 
given. When grass is available, it 
forms the entire ration for helfers, and 
during winter the rations are only suf- 
ficient to'‘keep them growling. Bulls 
are fed in the samo manner until] they 
are 4 year old, after which they are 
closely confined, but regular exercise 
{s given dally. Bulls used for breed- 
Ing are kept In stables or paddocks 
and are well fed, but not allowed to 
become fat. Roots In winter and green 
forage In summer are largely used. 


Successful Treatment For Scours. 

Good success was attained at the 
South Carolina station in treating 
calves affected with scours by adding 
formalin to the milk at the rate of one 
part to four thousand. Bleven calves 
out of twelve treated recovered with- 
out any further attention, seven on the 
second day, three on the third and one 
on the ninth. The calves were young 
ones, fed chiefly on skim milk. 


Cooling tho, Cream. 

It has been the practice of butter ; 
makers to cool the cream as rapidly as 
possible as soon as !t is separated. The 
temperature should be that at which 
cream fs ripened. If ice {9 used, It 
should be placed In the water around | 
the cream, rather,.than.!n the credm. 
Cream {s usually ripened at 70 de 
grees B. ‘

‘Bome Points to Consider ‘When Yeu. 
Are Purchasing One,. 

What is the correct type or conforma. _ 
tion of a dairy cow? The points may + 
be briefly considered under five heads— 


namely, dairy temperament, feeding | 
capacity, constitution, milk organs-and 
quality. 

Dalry temperament is indicated by a 
spare, angular form; large, bright, ex«~- 
pressive eyes far apart; a large,” 
straight, prominent backbone and an. 
active disposition as opposed to slugs 
gishness. The spare, angular form ine: 
dicates the absence of any disposition. . 
to lay on fat, and the large backbone, - 
large, bright eyes, broad forehead andl 
general sprigbtliness indicate an abun- 
dance of nerve or working power. 

Good feeding capacity is indicated by. 
a long, deep barrel or coupling, a large’ 
muzzle and 4 good constitution. if 

Constitution and Milk Organs. " 

A good constitution’ is indicated by: 
large, bright eyes, deep, broad chest, a: 
large heart girth, large, open nostrils: 
and a soft, pliable sk{n, with plenty of 
secretion. s8 

Good milk organs are indicated by a. 

large, evenly quartered, elastic udder! 
running well forward and well up be-'- 
hind, large, tortuous milk yelns run- 
ning: well - forward ‘and’ preferably 
branched ‘and large, deep milk wells, of 
which there'js usually only one on el- 
ther side. More are much appreciated. 
The teats should be of moderate size 
and squarely placed, a 

Good quality Js indicated by_a loose, 
pliable skin, soft silky hair, clean*bone 
and a general refinement, especially in 
the head, neck, withers, thighs and 
limbs, 

‘The Cow’s Udder. : 

The udder of the cow 1s an imper- 
tant organ, but is frequently misjudg- 
ed. Fleshy udders, no matter how. 
large, are undesirable. They’ possess’ 
small milk elaborating capacity ‘and 
are more subject to:gisorders: than 
moderate sized elastic widers. 

Another point that needs emphasis is 
the importance of constitutional vigor 
In the animal. A good milker is one of 
the hardest worked animals we have, 
and unless possessed of a good, consti- 
tution it can never do its. maximum 
work, and an early breakdown may be 
expected. Nay’  Gaien 

When purchasing a pure bred cow or 
helfer you should know’ the ‘record’ of 
her dam as well as that of her sire’s 
dam, and the further back consecutive- 
ly good records can be traced the more

Pure Bred Stock. _ bp 

The chief and: important ‘advantage’ 
of pure bred animals Hes in the: fact, 
that they are capable of transmitting 
thelr own qualities to their offspring, 
with a far greater degree of certainty 
than is the case with animals of: pro-;

the importance of purchasing only the: 
best when buying pure bred stock; be- 
cause an jnferior pure bred animal

Remove the Cause. , 

Poor butter is dve to poor handling 
somewhere along the line. It may be 
it had its origin in the cow barn, the 
milk room, the churn or it may have‘ 
been well cared for up to the time of! 
rinsing and washing the finished. prod-| 
uct. Hunt the source and remove the 
cause. as 

Use Pure Water. 

Polluted water will make milk the 
carrier. of such Giseases as diphtheria, 
typhoid and scarlet fever. Epidemics 
in many cities have been traced, back 
to the milk supply. It is therefore es- 
sential that the water used for dairy 
purposes be known to be pure. and 
clean, Wells which serve as cesspools 
for the draining from graveyards, out-| 
houses and from barnyards. should bo 
closed up.—Professor Hunziker. ; 

Neat Butter Packages. ‘ 

All butter packages should be sweet: 
and clean before butter is placed in! 
them. If this is not done loss will al-| 
ways result. A neat package is also! 
exceedingly desirable, as an untidy one 
creates a suspicion of the character of 
the butter. 

Milk Before Feeding. | 

Milk absorbs bad odors very rapidly, 
consequently as soon as it is drawn re- 
move at once from the stable and take 
to the milk house. Always milk in‘ a 
place free from objectionable odors.

Storing Butter Over Winter.

When the butter is to be kept for} 
winter use we advocate pasteurizing 
cream and seeing that in every respect 
It is of No, 1 quality. Wash twice and 
salt heavier.

Pack 
In well glazed, thoroughly scalded 
crocks; finish off to within on 
Inch of the top. Cover with’ parch! 
ment paper and with a layer of motls-! 
tened' salt. Tie down with paper ang’ 
keep In a dark, cool place. If the salg.
